The Chicago Art Institute has again been enriched by one of its 
friends, this time receiving the valuable art collection of Mr. Samuel 
M. Nickerson. The collection consists of valuable Chinese and Japan- 
ese porcelains, jades, crystals, bronzes, ivory and wooden carvings, 
swords and sword guards, oil and watercolor paintings, engravings and 
etchings, and other valuable art works, all of which is valued at $300,000. 

The different objects, of which there are over 1000, will be gathered 
in suitable galleries to be refurnished and decorated at the expense of 
the donor.

"Ah," said the painter solemnly, "but he is on foot, only it happens that 
he is hidden at this particularly moment by the omnibus." The vis- 
itor's scruples were now quite removed, he bought the picture without 
hesitation, and it has since been known as "Le Fiance qui passe."
